by  the  Librarian  of  the  Laurentian  Library  and  the  Librarian  of  Cor- 
nell University.  The  permission  to  export  the  collections  having 
been  obtained,  the  books  of  the  Petrarch  and  Icelandic  collections, 
and  the  remaining  portion  of  the  Arabic  collection,  presented  to  the 
Library  last  year  by  Mr.  Fiske,  were  carefully  packed  and  shipped  to 
this  country,  arriving  at  the  end  of  March.  In  the  overcrov?ded 
state  of  the  Library  it  was  difficult  to  find  any  place  where  the  books 
could  be  even  temporarily  shelved.  Finally,  however,  shelf  room 
was  found  for  them,  in  the  south  wing  of  the  stack,  by  taking  from 
the  shelves  and  packing  away  in  boxes  several  thousand  volumes  of 
our  older  and  least  used  sets.  The  task  of  arranging  the  books  was  at 
once  begun  for  the  Petrarch  collection  by  Mr.  Ellis,  and,  by  agree- 
ment with  the  executors,  Halldor  Hermannsson  who,  in  accordance 
with  Mr.  Fiske's  recommendation,  is  to  be  the  first  assistant  in 
charge  of  the  Icelandic  collection,  began  the  arrangement  of  that 
collection  on  May  ist.  Until  this  task  is  completed  an  exact  count 
of  the  number  of  volumes  in  the  collections  cannot  well  be  made, 
and  the  numbers  given  in  this  report  are  those  of  a  rough  count  made 
of  the  books  as  they  stood  on  the  shelves  of  Mr.  Fiske's  library  in 
Florence.  The  richness  and  value  of  these  collections  can  be  fully 
appreciated  only  when  they  come  to  be  shelved  in  surroundings 
which  will  properly  display  their  treasures,  and  fitting  quarters  it  is 
hoped  may  before  long  be  provided  for  them.  Meantime  a  few 
words  as  to  the  character  and  scope  of  the  collections  may  properly 
find  a  place  here. 

The  formation  of  the  Icelandic  collection  was  the  work  of  a  life- 
time, for  its  beginning  was  made  by  Mr.  Fiske  when  a  stuiient  in  the 
University  of  Upsala,  more  than  fifty  years  ago,  and  so  long  ago  as 
1859  it  was  reputed  to  be  the  richest  collection  of  Icelandic  literature 
and  history  then  to  be  found  in  America.  Largely  increased  by  the 
purchases  of  later  years,  it  now  numbers  about  8,500  volumes  and  in- 
cludes, to  borrow  from  Mr.  Fiske's  own  description  of  it,  all  the 
works  on  the  scattered  remains  of  runic  literature  and  on  Scandina- 
vian mythology,  all  the  annals,  travels,  natural  histories,  ecclesiasti- 
cal writings,  biographies  and  bibliographies,  which  can,  in  any  way, 
throw  light  on  the  history,  topography,  commerce,  language,  and 
letters  of  Iceland.  It  lacks  very  few  of  the  editions  and  translations 
of  the  sagas,  the  ancient  laws,  the  Eddas  and  the  skaldic  lays,  and 
very  few  of  the  treatises  which  illustrate  them  ;  it  lacks  still  fewer  of 
the  strictly  linguistic  works  relating  to  either  the  Old-Icelandic  or 
the  New- Icelandic.     It  has  every  one  of  the  impressions  of  the  Ice-

Of  the  accessions  to  the  general  Library,  numbering  23,855  vol- 
umes,no  less  than  17,517  volumes  (including  the  Icelandic  and  Petrarch 
collections,  estimated  at  12,000  volumes,  bequeathed  by  Willard 
Fiske) ,  or  more  than  two  thirds  were  gifts.  In  the  accessions  to  the 
general  Library  are  included  1,019  volumes  added  to  the  various 
department  and  seminary  collections.  Of  the  additions  to  the  Law 
Library,  numbering  this  year  1,297  volumes,  241  volumes  were  gifts, 
as  were  also  33  volumes  of  the  additions  to  the  Flower  Library  and 
22  volumes  of  the  additions  to  the  Stimson  Hall  Library. 

Among  the  more  important  gifts  of  the  year,  besides  the  Fiske 
collections  already  described,  mention  should  be  made  of  the  unique 
and  valuable  gift  received  from  Mrs.  Bayard  Taylor,  consisting  of 
Bayard  Taylor's  correspondence  and  note-books  ranging  from  1847 
to  the  year  of  his  death,  1878,  and  including  letters  from  many  dis- 
tinguished men  ;  with  this  Mrs.  Taylor  also  gave  to  the  Library  her 
husband's  collection  of  Faust  and  Goethe  literature.  That  Cornell 
was  chosen  to  be'the  depository  of  this  most  interesting  collection  is 
due  in  no  small  degree  to  the  efforts  of  Professor  J.  M.  Hart.  From 
Mrs.  R.  H.  Thurston  the  Library  received  the  gift  of  the  valuable 
collection  of  technical  works  formed  by  Professor  Thurston,  number- 
ing some  2,300  volumes.  From  ex-President  White  the  Library 
received  during  the  year  456  volumes,  chiefly  historical ;  from 
Theodore  Stanton,  of  the  class  of  '76,  123  volumes  ;  from  Hiram  J. 
Messenger,  of  the  class  of  '80,25  volumes;  from  Professor  A.  C. 
Coolidge,  of  Harvard  University,  loi  volumes,  chiefly  relating  to 
mediaeval   history.     To  yourself  and  to  Professors  Burr,  Comstock,

on  rc](uUrly  with  no  impurtaat  changes  of  method.  The  work  of 
Mr.  Rllia  aa  ciuator  uf  the  shelves  has  given  K<^*>t  relief  to  thr  claa- 


sification  department.  Since  the  arrival  of  the  Fiske  collections 
Miss  Inpersoll  has  spent  such  time  as  could  be  spared  from  other 
duties  in  entering  the  books  of  the  Petrarch  collection  in  the 
accession  book. 

Miss  Dame,  assistant  librarian  in  charge  of  the  catalogue,  reports 
that  during  the  year  10,196  volumes  and  2,362  pamphlets  were  cata- 
logued, including  the  regular  accessions  to  the  general  Library,  the 
Flower  library,  and  the  Stimson  Hall  collection.  So  far  as  prac- 
ticable, use  has  been  made  of  the  printed  cards  furnished  by  the 
Library  of  Congress,  1,241  cards  for  544  works  having  been  used  this 
year.  Shelf-lists  have  been  written  for  the  witchcraft  collection  and 
a  beginning  has  been  made  in  cataloguing  these  books  for  the 
general  catalogue. 

From  the  President  White  Library,  the  librarian.  Professor  Burr, 
reports  as  follows  : 

"Owing  to  my  absence  on  sabbatical  leave  during  the  first  half 
of  the  current  academic  year,  the  care  of  the  President  White  Library 
devolved  upon  the  Fellow  in  P'uropean  History,  Mr.  Theodore  F. 
Collier,  and  the  Graduate  Scholar  in  History,  Miss  Cora  F.  Sargent, 
who  discharged  their  trust  with  rare  conscientiousness  and  devotion. 
My  stay  abroad  was  meanwhile  fruitful  to  the  Library  through  the 
book-hunting  which  was  part  of  its  purpose.  In  England,  in  France, 
and  especially  in  Switzerland,  I  made  many  purchases.  The  largest 
gainers  were  our  collection  on  the  period  of  the  Reformation  and 
that  on  the  history  of  Switzerland,  for  which  I  was  able  not  only  to 
lay  under  contribution  the  book  dealers,  but  to  win  certain  peculiarly 
coveted  treasures  from  among  the  duplicates  of  European  libraries. 
The  fund  from  which  these  purchases  were  mainly  made  was  that 
furnished  by  ex-President  White's  generous  gift  of  the  income  of 
his  Warfare  0/  Science.  With  the  present  year,  however,  that  pre- 
cious source  must  cease  for  a  time  to  be  available.  A  careful  revision 
of  the  book  is  now  under  way  and  the  costs  of  this  and  of  the 
reprinting  are  likely,  for  a  considerable  time  to  come,  to  consume 
our  profits  from  the  work.  By  adding  to  the  permanent  worth  of  the 
work,  the  revision  should,  however,  assure  us  larger  and  more  lasting 
receipts.  During  the  year  the  great  collection  on  Diabolism  and 
Witchcraft  has  been  classified  and  shelfmarked. " 

From  the  report  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Austen,  assistant  librarian  in 
charge  of  the  reference  and  circulating  departments,  the  following 
facts  and  statistics  of  general  interest  are  taken.  The  Library  ha« 
bee  nopen  to  readers  during  the  year  308  days  and  164  evenings. 
The  recorded  use  of  the  general  Library  during  the  year  was  as 
follows  :

An  effort  was  made  to  require  all  persons  using  hooks  in  the 
reading  room  to  register  at  the  desk,  but  this  requirement  proved  to 
be  so  annoj-ing  to  readers  and  so  difficult  to  enforce  that  it  was  aban- 
doned. The  number  of  cards  of  admission  to  various  sections  of  the 
book  stacks  granted  to  advanced  students  during  the  year  was  67. 

Mr.  W.  W.  Ellis,  curator  of  the  shelf  department,  reports  that 
this  year,  his  whole  time  being  given  to  this  department,  he  has  been 
able  to  do  the  work  much  more  thoroughly  than  has  heretofore  been 
possible.  One  complete  inventory  of  the  shelves  was  made  and  a 
second  is  partially  completed.  These  show  264  volumes  missing 
from  the  shelves  as  against  282  last  year.  Under  the  new  arrange- 
ments made  for  putting  away  the  books  on  the  shelves  only  about 
300  volumes  were  found  out  of  place  as  against  649  last  year.  To 
maintain  better  order  on  the  shelves  larger  numbers  of  book  supports 
are  required.  The  inconveniences  felt  during  the  past  year  from 
inadequate  shelf  room  have  been  very  great  and  the  unsatisfactory 
methods  of  piling  books  on  tables  and  on  floors,  or  removing  them 
to  a  distance  from  their  proper  location,  have  had  to  go  on.  To 
make  room  for  the  Fiske  collections  it  was  necessary  to  removs 
from  the  shelves  portions  of  the  Library  least  used  ;  many  volumes 
were  piled  up  at  the  end  of  the  lower  stack  room  and,  when  no  more 
space  was  available  there,  several  thousand  volumes  more  were  packed 
away,  filling  52  cases,  from  which  a  portion  of  the  Fiske  books 
had  been  taken,  and  stored  in  the  lecture  room.  These  boxes  were 
all  numbered,  with  note  of  the  volumes  contained  in  each,  so  that 
in  case  of  necessity  access  can  be  obtained  to  them  with  as  little 
delay  as  possible.  The  space  allotted  to  the  wall-maps  is  so  over- 
crowded that  it  is  difficult  to  keep  them  in  satisfactory  order  and 
some  more  adequate  place  for  these  maps  is  greatly  needed.  Owing 
to  lack  of  sufficient  heat  in  the  stacks  during  the  %vir.ter  months, 
work  on  the  inventory  had  to  be  suspended  for  a  time  and  in  Decem- 
ber Mr.  Ellis  undertook  the  task  of  arranging  and  entering  on  the 
accession  book  the  R.  H.  Thurston  collection  of  some  2,300  volumes 
presented  by  Mrs.  Thurston.  Of  these  over  1,300  volumes  were 
not  in  the  Library  and  about  400  were  different  editions  of  books 
already  here.  The  unpacking  of  the  Fiske  collections  was  carried  on 
under  the  constant  personal  supervision  of  Mr.  Ellis  and  the  books 
of  the  Petrarch  collection  were  arranged  by  him  on  the  shelves  in 
readiness  for  entry  in  the  accession  book. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  I  have  to  report  that  the  Trus- 
tees, at  their  Commencement  meeting,  made  an  appropriation  for
